Gen. Washlmrne on the .Vcgro Question. 


Gen. Washlmrne made a speech at La- 


grauge, Tenn., fifty miles east of Memphis, 
on the 29th ult. The occasion was an ex- 
eurcion of citizens from Memphis, \vhicli 
called out a considerable number of the 
people of Lagrange and rkinity. Gen. 
Washlmrco commenced bj reviewing the 
jiSbt troubles, and concluded this part of 
his speech by saying that he " saw noth- 
ing discouraging in the future of our 
country." 
He then passed to 


THE NEGRO QUESTION. 


There ia no question that disturbs your 


minds, which you will hardly dare to think 
of, however much it may concern you, 
much less to hear it spoken of. In speak- 
ing of which, I know I shall say some un- 
pleasant things to you! 


You know, or yo'u ought to know, that 


the slaves are free ; that there is no power 
save Omnipotence, can make them other- 
wise, nnd the sooner you prepare for it 
the better. I see on the outside of this 
crowd more or less colored people. I do 
not want them to misunderstand me. Free- 
dom does not mean a life of idleness; it 
moans this, that they are free to work and 
free to contract with whoever wants their 
labor ; it does not mean that they are free 
to gamble, steal, and cut each other's 
thrusts. This spirit which the negro has 
manifested is not a spirit of viciousnees, 
but a spirit which arises from an uncer- 
tainty as to what their future will be. Bo 
not suppose that I am putting any ideas 
in the heads of 'the colored people," advis- 
ing them to make any exactions which 
they would not otherwise think of, for I 
know there is among the colored people a 
great deal of intelligence, and there are 
certain things for which they will clamor 
until tlicy are conceded, and the sooner 
they are conceded the better for all con- 
cerned. The colored people will demand 
—First, that they be allowed the right to 
educate; second, that they be allowed to 
testify in courts of justice; lastly, that 
they be allowed .to vote. I can see reasons 
why the first right was refused when you 
had slavery, 
but 
now there exists 


nothing that should prevent them from 
educating themselves. The safety of your 
country is not going to be imperiled by 
it. 
I think that you will agree with me, 


that the better educated a community is, 
the better that community will be. What- 
ever reason did exist, it does not exist now. 
Then as to his being allowed to testify in 
the Courts. That is denied, I believe, in 
all the Southern States and most of the 
Northern States. 
Bat the world moves. 


I remember the time when a white man, 
if ho was interested in a suit, could not 
testify, but that barrier is now broken 
down. It is said that the negroes are giv- 
en to exaggeration: if so, that should go 
to their credulity, and there can be no pos- 
sible reason why the negro should not be 
allowed to testiiy. 
But the proposition 


which y_ou will dislike to receive of all 
•others, js that they should be allowed to 
vote. 
Prior to '1803, when such states- 


men as Andrew Jackson and Hugh Law- 
eon were living, negroes voted in Tonnes- 
nee, North Carolina and several other 
Southern States, and I never heard of any 
man being elected to office by colored votes. 


You will agree with mo that a certain 


degree of intelligence is necessary for a 
man to vote. You allow men to vote who 
ean neither read nor write, and in some 
ot the States those who cannot even speak 
the English language. This is the case 
in the State where I reside. I know that 
in the State where I have the privilege of 
living, the colored man is deprived of the 
right of free suffrage, for we have our prej- 
udices like yourselves. I would ask you 
the question, if the colored man who is 
able to read and write is not able to veto 
understandingly, as well as the white who 
can do neither ? I think you must answer 
in the affirmative. 


The Government had no claim upon 


him for his service, but it had upon you 
when it was assailed, because you had al- 
ways enjoyed its protection, Not so with 
the colored man—he had no Government; 
but notwithstanding, while the Govern- 
ment was assailed and almost in tho ago- 
nies of death, he came to her rescue. I 
then.ask you the question, if the man 
who has periled his life to preserve this 
Government, if he has not a right to soine 
consideration, as well as those who have 
forfeited their lives to destroy it. 
I 


would have no hesitancy in submitting it 
to any candid slaveholder, I care not how 
many slaves he may own. 
I find this to 


be the fact, those holding the largest num- 
ber of slaves take the most generous and 
enlarged view of the subject, while the 
most rabid are those who own some bro- 
ken down spavined negroes. [Laughter.] 


On this subject he concludes as follows: 
What I have said, I have said from a 


sense of duty, knowing full well that it 
would not be popular. I have said it in 
little hope that you would receive well the 
suggestions and act up .in them in the man- 
ner I have suggested; but if you rwill 
simply allow free discussion in a friendly 
way, that is all I ask, for I know well all 
those other things will follow in due time. 


Undying Plants, 
. 


A letter from Guamas, Sonora, Mexico, 


describes some of the strange and beauti- 
ful things found in that remote region, in- 
cluding a species of evergreens, as follows: 


Passing on beyond Arbechi about two 


miles, we struck the bed of a stream, 
through which we commenced our pro- 
gress to another range of mountains, whose 
Elope came to the very edge of tho chan- 
nel way. It was here that we founi the 
north eidcs of rocks which faced the stream 
covered with what at first seemed to bfc the 
most exquisitely beautiful green mOssea 
that ever decked the rugged sides 'of a 
mountain. The entire sides.of :the moun- 
tain at this spot were blooming in th^ Ho- 
liest green. We dismounted to' pluck 
some of these plants, and found thatthey 
were not strictly mosses, though undoubt- 
edly they belong to that class of plants. 


Each one had separate roots firmly hold- 


ing it to the rocks, and from these roots 
grew out a plant that opened to the diam- 
eter of a common teacup or saucer, j and 
spread itself flat on the face of the rock. 
Ihe leaf somewhat resembles in texture 
tho arbor vilac. 


These plants bear the name of " siem- 


pre cicj,"—always living, or always alive. 
Their peculiarity is to come out into beau- 
tiful green life in the rainy season, and 
then, when all moisture has deserted 
them, to turn as brown as autumn leaves, 
and roll or curl themselves up like a| ball, 
as uninteresting to see as a brown ttone, 
seemingly dead. But with the return of 
moisture they uncurl their leaves; and 
spread out again as beautiful as ever. 


Anottcr peculiarity of the plant is. 


that you may pluck it, throw it into; your 
saddle-bags and keep it six months,] and 
then place the roots ma cup or saucer of 
water when you retire for tno .night, and 
in the morning you will find by your Bide 
a lively green plant It looks like marie 
but I have tried it to my surprise and de- 
light. The plant never dies; it* life is 
immortal, aud its beauty of texture and 
form and color ia renewed, or continues 
with the continued supply of moisture.

Mr. Lincoln iu a Sabbath School. 
When Mr. Lincoln visited Xew York in 


I860, he felt a grett interest in many of 
the institutions for reforming criminals, 
and saving the young from a life of crime. 
Among others he visited, unattended, the 
Five Points House of Industry, and a 
teacher in the Sabbath School there gives 
the following account of the event.: 


On Sunday morning I saw a tall, re 


markable looking man enter the room and 
take a seat among us. He listened with 
fixed attention to our exercises, and his 
countenance expressed such genuine inte- 
rest that I approached him and suggested 
that he might be willing to say somethi 
to the children. He accepted the invi 
tion with evident pleasure; an', coming 
forward, began a simple address, which a' 
once fascinated every little hearer anc 
hushed the room into silence. 
His 


language was strikingly beautiful, and his 
tones musical with intense feeling. The 
little faces would droop into sad convic 
tion as he uttered sentences of warning, 
and would brighten into sunshine a? he 
spoke cheerful words of promise. Once or 
twice he_ attempted to close his remarks 
but the imperative shout of "Go on! O, do 
go on 1" would compel him to resume. As

I have got to say, I went after rebels." 
The third came forward, and he averred 
his innocence, and said he bad resigned 
himself to Jesus; He was their friend.

" not guilty." They then sang a hymn, 
and the chaplain made a short prayer.

Men In the South. 


[From the New Yoik Times.] 


Observant gentlemen who have recently 


:raveled extensively through the States of 
the late Southern Confederacy, say that 
men are much more abundant there than 
they had anticipated. 
The able-bodied 


male population are by no means killed off 
by the war. High officers of the Confed- 
erate army say that Jeff. Davis told the 
truth literally last winter when he pro- 
claimed in a public speech in Georgia that 
iwo-t'birds of the Southern conscripts bad 
deserted from his army. The rebel Chief 
ledared that this immense proportion of 
his troops were absent from toe ranks 
without leave; in other wcrdt they had 
escaped to their homes and were deter- 
mined to Stay there. 
The Confederate 


military authorities could not spare from 
active duty the heavy details of men and 
officers that would have been required to 
traverse the vast and thinly settled regions 
of the South for the purpose of hunting 
up and hunting down these fugitives. 
And consequently tens of thousands and 
hundreds of thousands of men were en- 
abled to escape a hated service, though 
many of them had from time to time to 
conceal themselves, or resort to evasion or 
flight, 
• 


•^I'he Southern Confederacy, at the! be- 
ginning of this year, had about two hun- 
dred thousand troops actually in its ser- 
vice. These were drawn from a popula- 
tion of about six millions, including to some 
extent, the Border States, as wefl as the 
Trans-Mississippi States. Now, allowing 
one-tenth of a population as capable of 
bearing arms, (a large proportion for the 
South), we would have six hundred thou- 
sand men, in all, fit for military duty. 
Two-thirds of these, or four hundred 
thousand men, according to the estimate 
of Jeff. Davis, were at their homes in their 
respective States, evading or refusing 
military service: and by the recent dis- 
bandruent of the armies of Lee, Johnston 
and Taylor, one hundred thousand mere 
able-bodied men have been sent home, 
making quite half a million now in the 
States of the South. There are of course 
modifying elements upon these statements; 
but they are not euch as materially to 
alter the facts.
